as to rights of property. It provides 
for a uniform system of taxation, 
equality of all citizens before the law 
and at the polls, a secret ballot, free- 
dom of s and of the press, and 
the punishment of bigamy and poly- 
gamy by a maximum penalty of a 
thousand dollars’ fine and three years’ 
imprisonment. 

order ms objec- 
tions, it anti- polygamy 
clauses irrevocable without the con- 
sent of Congress. This provision is 
viewed by some leading men as an 
unconstitutional surrender of State 
sovereignty, and by others as within 
the legitimate power of the peo 
and as a com with the natio 
government which would be valid 
and capable of enforcement. But in 
either case the admission of Utah 
does not, and should not, depend upon 
that proposition. It may be expunged 
without age to the instrument. 
The good faith of the citizens must,

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after all, determine the matter in con- 
troversy. That they are in earnest 
no candid person familiar with the 
facts will attempt to deny.

oolish enough to think they can play 

fast and loose with a government 
backed by the public sentiment of 
sixty millions. : 

Their religion enjoins obedience to 
constitutional law. It commands sub- 
jection to “the powers that be” until 
Christ comes to reign. It draws a 
— line of demarkation between 
the Church and the State. It blends 
the destiny of its devotees with that 
of the government formed under the 
supreme law of the land. It declares 
the national Constitution to be di- 
vinely inspired. It announces the 
right of all people to freedom of faith 
and worship, and accountability for 
these to Deity alone. It proclaims 
the word of the Lord, but nizes 
the voice of the people as the deter- 
mining power in matters of earthl 
government, both secular and ecclesi- 
astical. These are among its funda- 
mentals. They are to found in 
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the revelations that are regarded by 
the Mormons as divine. If there has 
been —— despotic or tyrannical, 
or that infri in any way on 
the full liberty of the citizen in the 

t administration of Mormon affairs, 
it has not been a legitimate exercise 
of powers granted or permitted by 
the Mormon creed or inhering in its 
priesthood, but an excess of authority 
repugnant to the spirit and letter of 
the revelations on which the Mormon 
Church is founded, and which form 
its permanent guide and end of con- 
troversy. 

I — as a member of thirty years’ 
standing, and one familiar with its 
doctrines, teachings, and history. I 
know that what I state is true; and, 
understanding the situation, I do not 
hesitate to say that the “ blunder” of 
this nation will not be in admitting 
into the union of States a common-

A CAUTION TO IMMIGRANTS. 
The rules of the custom house are 


quite strict, and all persons who in- 


tend moving here to join our colonies 
should send their names in advance 
to A. F. Macdonald, so that they may 
get any advantage that is to be gained 
under the colonization law. Our 
colony of Diez is the first place reach- 
ed as you enter Mexico on the road 
from Deming, but it is a short dis- 
tance from the main road, and, un- 
authorized, people sometimes drive 
off to see friends, etc. This should 
not be done—wagons should never 
leave the main road until they report 
at the La Ascension custom house; if 
they do, they are liable to a fine and 
other annoyances. Ascension is about 
two miles south of Diez After re- 
porting they can return to Diez if 
they wish and with safety.

Tue anti-Mormon crusade, says the

riest of the Mormons has produced 
intense excitement, culminating on 
Sunday afternoon in a scene of dis- 
order which very unpleasantly affected 
the believers in Mormonism, their 
spiritual guide coming in for a share 
of attention which he will remember 
for many a day. For some time past 
Mormon services have been held in a 
loft in Colborne-street, above the 
workshop of a bootmaker who is him- 
self a convert to the faith, and in whose 
— rumour been 
sp at three you were 
awaiting shipment to Salt Take City. 
On Sunday morning the 2 — 
priest delivered a lecture at the Colon- 
ial Hall to“ men only,” and so wrought 
upon the feelings of a crowded au- 
dience by the relating of horrors 
which he asserted were perpetrated in 
Utah, that in the afternoon several 
persons congregated in Cathays for 
the purpose of being present at the 
service held by the Latter-day Saints.

A policeman 
endeavoured to protect him, but he 
was badly beaten with fists and 1 
and his hat knocked off his head an 
smashed.

The stores are being 
closed, and the inhabitants are leaving the town in haste. 


The capital invested by Hebrews in the wholesale business of New York City is esti- 
mated at $262,000,000, and their holdings of real estate aud other property are large. As 
their number in New York is only 125,000, the wonderful thriftiness of the race in com- 
parison with others is powerfully illustrated. 

It is said that one’s turn to be killed on the English railways does not come till 
7,367,730 journeys have been made. That is to say, that that proportion of journeys has 
been made during the past year to each person who has been killed ; 725,584,390 journeys 
were made last year, and only 95 passengers were killed. 

JACKSONVILLE, U. S., SzpTzmBeR 20.— The total number of cases of yellow fever which 
have occurred here since the outbreak of the epidemic reached 1,333, and the number of 
deaths 170. Contributions for the suflerers continue to be received from all parts. Great 
excitement prevails at Gainsville, Florida, whither also large numbers of the inhabitants 
of Jacksonville are fleeing to escape the epidemic. 

The London Standard of the 8th inst. says :—There is something eminently suggestive 
in the spectacle of the rulers of three great Empires simultaneously surveying and passing 
under review their big battalions. We are not discussing the possibilities of war, but are 
tempted to ask whether even from a military point of view these huge armaments are 
either necessary or advisable. How leng can the nations of Europe bear the burden of 
maintaining those armed millions? The word peace is perpetually on the lips of the 
three Emperors, yet, year by year they are adding to their already overgrown armies, 
and laying a load of taxation on their subjects which must soon become intolerable. 

Statistics relating to divorce have just been issued by the French Minister of J ustice. 
From these figures it appears that women are more eager for divorce or separation than 
men, the petitioners ef the fair sex for the former amounting during last year to 2,733, 
while the men number 1,848 ; and 2,564 women petitioning for separation, against 453 
men. The most numerous applications for divorce or separation came from the working 
classes ; the tradespeople ranked next, with 804 applications for divorce and 515 for 
separation ; and, finally, the professional and affluent people, with 530 petitions for 
separation. The statistics further set forth that the largest number of applications for 
divorces and separations emanated from persons who had been five years married, those 
who had been wedded from ten to twenty years coming next.

REPENTANCE. 
CHAP. I. 

In saying that the first result of belief in God and in the revelations which 
He bas given is REPENTANCE, I shall raise no controversy, for it is a truth 
generally accepted; indeed, it follows faith in logical sequence. No sooner 
- does conviction of God’s existence, and of the truth of the revelations which 
He hes given of Himself and of His laws, dawn upon the mind, than man 
becomes conscious of his being a violator of the holy and just laws of heaven. 
In the days of his unbelief and spiritual darkness he sinned recklessly and 
wantonly, without regard to God, and often in defiance of Him; but when 
belief takes hold of the mind, and when mere belief begins to ripen into in- 
telligent faith through becoming acquainted with the character of the Deity; 
when it becomes clear to the understanding that He is the creative and sus- 
taining power of all things; when it is understood that from Him man 
derives his existence, and that in Him he lives and moves and has his being; 
and when it is further known that His laws are beneficent and good, shaped 
for the purpose of ennobling man and exalting him; when some revelation of 
the great love of God and His Son Jesus Christ rushes in upon the mind 
like a flood of heavenly light into the darkness—how the haughty, rebellious 
spirit is humbled, the heart softened, and the whole demeanor changed! 
With what contrition does the man, truly convinced of all these things we 
have enumerated respecting the Deity, seek the throne of grace and cry 
aloud, “Oh God! have mercy upon me a sinner!” For almost at the same 
moment that faith took hold of him, he began to understand how great his 
_ sins were before God, and that realization grew upon him as conviction be- 
came more certain, until the spirit was bowed down with sorrow for the 
violation of the laws of righteousness. 

Nor do these remarks} apply only to those who have been enormously 
wicked. Take those of a naturally good disposition, and who have followed 
the light of reason, and even they, in taking a retrospect of their lives, will 
find that they have fallen far short of coming up to what they conceived to 
be their duty. Even the light they possessed, I mean aside from the revela- 
tions of God, revealed to them a higher moral excellence than they have 
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attained. They have not done as well as they could have done, nor as well 
as they had the power todo. This fact is evident, one of which all may give 
witness. This being true—that is, man seeing that he has come short of 
doing his whole duty according to his natural conceptions of what that duty 
was, how much more distant from the goal of desired excellence will he 
esteem himself when the light of revelation breaks in upon his life, bringing 
to light his mistakes, and revealing to him a purer moral and spiritual life 
than it was able for his mind, unaided by revelation, to conceive. So that I 
venture the assertion that even the best men—by that I mean those who 
have best conformed their lives to the rules of conduct dictated by reason— 
will be ready to say with the apostle: “All have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God.” They as well as those guilty of more flagrant sins will, as 
faith takes possession of their minds, be brought to repentance through its 
influence, and will be led to seek forgiveness for their sins and reconciliation 
with God. 

That repentance is the first result growing out of faith in God and the 
Gospel is abundantly proven from the Scriptures. The multitude that was 
assembled on the Day of Pentecost, and listened to the remarks of the apos- 
tles, and even heard them speak in tongues by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
was ready to scoff at those things, and even go so far as to say that these 
men were drunken with new wine. But when Peter arose and reasoned 
with them from the Scriptures, proving from the law and the prophets that 
Jesus whom the Jews had slain. was both Lord and Christ, his words and 
testimony were accompanied by so much of the power of God that conviction 
took hold of the people, and as with one voice they cried: “ Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?’ In this instance, then, the first fruits of that faith which 
had been created in the minds of this people was a desire to know what they 
were to do; and the first words that the inspired apostles said in reply were, 
“ Repent every one of you” (Acts. ii). 

Again, Paul of Tarsus, afterwards the great apostle of the Gentiles, at first 
persecuted the disciples of Jesus, casting both men and women into prison 
for what he considered their blasphemous faith; and when Stephen was 
martyred, Paul stood by and held the clothes of those who did the ghastly, 
cruel deed. He appears to have been proud of and zealous in the prosecution 
of this work of opposition; but when the Lord appeared to him on the way 
to Damascus, and announced Himself as Jesus whom he persecuted, the 
ambitious, arrogant Paul was immediately humbled to the dust, and in trem- 
ulous accents he inquired, “ Lord, what wouldst thou have me to do?’ (Acts 
ix). How deep the sorrow, how sincere the repentance was which began in 
the very moment of his learning the fact that Jesus was the Lord, is wit- 
nessed by his zealous labors and suffering in the interest of the kingdom of 
the Messiah. 

The Book of Mormon also furnishes a number of examples of like char- 
acter. When a church was established among the Nephites in the reign of 
the good King Mosiah, about 100 B.c., the work of God was bitterly opposed, 
derided and persecuted by the sons of King Mosiah, and especially by Alma, 
one of the sons of the first Alma, and a man of great influence and consum- 
mate eloquence. Paul like, these men went about doing all the mischief to 
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the people of God within their power; but at last an angel of the Lord ap- 
peared to them to bring them to a knowledge of the truth, and this occurred 
in answer to the fervent prayers of their parents. The glory of God shone 
about the angel, and his voice shook the earth. Alma was smitten dumb for 
a season, and had to be carried to the presence of his father; and when his 
speech returned to him, the eloquent scoffer of a few days before was as hum- 
ble as a child, and as penitent and submissive as it is possible for man to be. 
He repented of all his former sins, and throughout the remainder of his 
eventful life he was a zealous missionary and a faithful witness for God.* 
Similar in point, too, is the case of Zeezrom, the lawyer, who withstood for 
a time the teachings of Alma and Amuleck, but was brought to faith and 
repentance through the manifestations of the power of God.t Enough, how- 
ever, has been said in relation to a fact that in the very nature of things is 
largely self-evident, and surely after the illustration it has received will not 
now be questioned, that is, that repentance is the first result growing out of 
faith in God and in revelation being established in the mind, and therefore 
is the subject that, according to the natural order of things, must now receive 
our attention. R.
